The Situation in. Czechoslovakia 
(As of llOO EU'1'5 


1. Tbore have been no reports of Czechoslovak mili- 
tary resistance to the occupying forces. Some reports say, 
however, that civilians are attempting to block their 
movement. Casualties seem so far to have been l’ew. Radio 
Prague has put tho number at 25. At about the same time, 
the radio reported that a Soviet tank was on fire In the 
street outside tho station. 



Tho associated Pross reports that troops from five Warsaw 
Pact countrios are holding koy positions in Bratislava, 
near the Czochoslovak-flungarian border. 
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3, As ol! 0800, some radio stations, including Radio 
Prague, wore still in the hands of loyalist Czechoslovaks 
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A broadcast from nn unidentified Czechoslovak station, 
also at 0800 EDT, said, however , that the occupying forces 
had ordered all radio stations to stop transmitting or 
thoy would bo forcibly siloncod.

5. Dubcek and presidium member Kr legal and Spneek 
were, at Radio Prague's last report, confined to the 
Central Committee building in Prague. The Radio has re- 
ported that President Svobodo is also under detention. 

' 6. The presidium of the Czechoslovak National As- 
sembly, which mot in extraordinary session this morning, 
sent a delegation to Soviet Ambassador Chorvonenko at 
0500 EOT with a request for permission to establish con- 
tacts with tho President and other government loaders.
